ustralia “were 
comprehensively 
defeated 0-3 by an awesome 
Chinese first half display in 
the opening match of the 


Tri-Nations series at Oakes 
Oval, Lismore, last 
Saturday afternoon. 


A fantastic crowd of 3,212 
turned out in oppressive heat 
to witness Australia make 
history, and a spectacular start 
in the opening minutes was 
highlighted with some deft 
touches in attack and great 
winning tackles in defence. 

But, from then on, the first 
half belonged to a totally 
dominating Chinese team, 
showing just why they were 
Olympic Silver medallists. 

‘Their silky skills, vision, 
running off the ball and speed 
proving too much for 
‘Australia, who could only 
defend and chase. 

China created most danger 
by lobbing the ball over the 
defence in the left flank area, 
or with some inch perfect 
passing and penetrating 
prongh bal balls for their fast 
forward line. 


‘Australia’s cause was 
further hampered with the 
early substitution of captain 
Sonia Gegenhuber in the 21st 
minute, still suffering the 
effects of a virus, and the heat 
not helping her condition. 
Four minutes later, much to 
the disappointment of the 
fans, local hero Lisa 
Casagrande was forced from 
the field after receiving an 
early knock. 

Tracie McGovern 
celebrated her international 
debut when replacing 
Gegenhuber and she was 
certainly kept busy. 

‘China set the scene in the 
minth minute, as Australia lost 
possession in the middle of 
the pitch. A quick ball over 
the top, left side flank, 
resulted in a deep cross from 
Zhao Lihong finding the 


unmarked Shui Qingxia at the 
far post, Her strong header, 
from scven metres, was 
beyond the reach of the 
keeper, Belinda Kitching. 

A defence splitting through 
ball, up the middle in the 23rd 
minute, sent captain Sun 
Qingmei racing clear of the 
defence and her 15 metre 
drive sailed past the advancing 
keeper. Despite the desperate 
attempt of sweeper Anissa 
Tann-Darby to block the shot, 
the ball continued into goal 
for a 2-0 lead for the visitors, 

Australia then had a couple 
of half-chances but luck 
evaded them. 

China continued the wave 
of pressure and with four 
minutes left before the break, 
they increased the score once 
mores Zhao Lihong, wide on 
the left wing, prepared to send 
over a cross but instead 
unleashed an unexpected shot 
which flew in just under the 
bar: Australia 0 China 3 at the 
break. 


Immediately following 
halftime it was China straight 
into the attack once more. 
Forty seconds in and Aussie 
keeper, Belinda Kitching, 
made a brilliant fingertip save 
to deny a long range effort 
from the right, and Kim 
Revell cleared off the Tine just. 
five minutes later, 

China made three half time 
substitutes and the incredible 
heat and humidity saw their 
performance taper off towards 
the end while Australia, under 
instructions from coach Greg 
Brown to tighten their game, 
responded with some good 
moves of their own, 

Australia came close to 
getting on the score sheet 
when Katrina Boyd’s attempt 
hit the post rebounded for 
Alicia Ferguson, whose shot 
was blocked on the line, 
before falling to Sharon 
Black, who had her attempt 
saved by the keeper,

The victory meant Motherwell climbed 
above Aberdeen, who went bottom despite 
their point against the champions.

OALS just before the halftime whistle 

‘by Paul Scholes and Robbie Fowler 
gave England a 2-0 win against World Cup 
rivals Cameroon in a friendly international 
at Wembley on Saturday. 

It was England’s first match since they 
qualified for the 1998 finals with a 0-0 draw 
against Italy in Rome, and their third victory 
out of three against the Indomitable Lions, 

With little at stake, other than perhaps 
improving England’s world ranking and 
seeding chances for the tournament, 


manager Glenn Hoddle rang the changes in 
the home side, 

Bat it was a familiar old face, Paul 
Gascoigne, who created the move that broke 
the deadlock in the 45th minute, 

The Rangers’ midfielder beat three or 
four defenders, getting the ball through to 
Scholes as he was halted by the Cameroon 
defence. The Manchester United man theni 
looped it neatly over second-string 
goalkeeper Vincent Ongandzi, 

Fowler doubled the scoreline a minute 
later, in stoppage time, with a header from a 
David Beckham cross, 

The calm Scholes, who suffers from 
asthma and had been suffering a chest 
infection in training, was named Man of the 
Match to his apparent embarrassment and 
earned full praise from a delighted Hoddle 
afterwards, But the action on the pitch was 
less exciting than England fans haye come 
to expect, 

“It was a superb finish,” Hoddle said of 
Scholes goal, his third in five senior 
appearances, adding that all the players had 
furthered their World Cup claims. 

The 19-year-old West Ham defender Rio 
Ferdinand provided one of the more 
memorable moments when he came on in 
the 40th minute for the injured Gareth 
Southgate, 

Ferdinand, cousin of striker Les, became 
the youngest England international since 
Duncan Edwards 40 years ago, He had 
missed out on a likely cap during the World 
Cup qualifying campaign due to a drink 
driving offence. 

Most importantly for Hoddle, Ferdinand 
looked at home immediately and drew loud 
cheers from the crowd for one penetrating 
move that could have led to a goal.

Th London clubs escalated, and in 
time, led to the London League being 
formed. 

Eventually all eleven London clubs, plus 
Aldershot, Reading, Watford, Brighton and 
Portsmouth joined up. 

This meant the Football League was left 
with a scattered Southern Section of 13 clubs. 
Crewe also complained at having to play in the 
Southem Section and were left out. 

Wolves and Sunderland returned to the 
League but Aston Villa and Birmingham 
decided to leave. A total of 21 clubs had opted 
‘out and return to local football during this year 
eee most of any championship between 1939- 

). 


‘The League Championship in the North 
ended on December 25, 1941, with each side 
playing 18 games. However in the South, the 
table was calculated on the average number of 
points which would have been gained if they 
had played all 18 games. 

Thus Blackpool ended up as Champions of 
the North, and Leicester in the South. Both 
leagues were close run things, with Leicester 
winning by 0.1 of a point, and Blackpool 
winning on goal-percentage over Lincoln, 

For Lincoln, this was a memorable season as 
they were not perceived as a club that could 
achieve such heights. 

Further obstacles fell in the way of 
football, with the falling of Singapore to the 
Japanese, The loss of football bladders (the 
inside of the ball) produced over there meant 
that the current stock of footballs became 
very valuable, So much so that reports from 
the London Cup Final mentioned how they 
had lost the ball when it was kicked into the 
crowd after the final whistle was blown! 

‘Winter was harsh and the football league lost 
their headquarters to the Government. The 
backlog of fixtures caused Cup games to take 
precedence over the second part of the League. 
To complicate matters further, the League was 
changed to incorporate War Cup games, _ 

North and South combined for a qualifying 
round for the War Cup with each team playing 
five others, home and away, and then the top 36 
continuing in the Cup. The qualifying games 
also were included in the second part of the 
League season's table. 

That second part of the season went to 
Manchester United, with average points being 
calculated as if each side had played 23 games. 
The proviso added to that was that you had to 
play 18 or more games to qualify. Blackpool 
missed out on the War League ‘double’ by

The London League finished with Arsenal 
clear Winners over Portsmouth. All clubs 
played 30 games, the Gunners only losing 
twice and scoring 108 goals. 

By April'the differences had been ironed out 
‘and the League would reunite the following 
season, First, however, there were two Cups to 
be played. 

‘The War Cup final was between Sunderland 
and Wolves, after they defeated Grimsby and 
West Bromwich Albion in their respective 
semi-finals, 

‘At Roker Park the first leg ended 2-2, but at 
Wolves the game was easily won by the home 
team 4-1, giving the Wanderers’ faithful 
something to cheer about. 

The best crowd of the season came to 
Wembley for the London Cup Final, with 
72,000 people witnessing Brentford take on 
Portsmouth at the ‘home’ of English football. 
Brentford defeated Arsenal in the semis, with 
the other going to Portsmouth, 1-0 victors over 
Charlton Athletic. 

‘Those four had been winners of their groups, 
of which there were four groups of four teams. 
‘The Final ended with Brentford winning 2-0 
over ‘Pompey’. Neverthless, for the boys from 
the south coast their glory period was to come 
just after the War. 

In Scotland a North-Eastern League was re- 
introduced, with Rangers fielding their reserve 
team in this competition, The first series was 
won by this Rangers team. 

In the second series an experimental points 
system was run, An extra point was given to 
the team who had a higher home-and-away 
goal aggregate against another side, 

This system cost Rangers a second win as 
Aberdeen gained six bonus points to Rangers’ 
five, so the ‘Gers finished second, despite 
winning more games! 

For most teams in Scotland the League was 
about the South, and Rangers’ first team again 
dominated, finishing eight points clear of Hibs, 
although they did inflict a big wound, or so it 
was thought at the time, in September 1941, by 
defeating Rangers 8-1 in the league. 

Hibs did not win another game for a month 
while Rangers recovered and went on to set the 
pace for the remainder of the season. 

In the Cup Final, Rangers were again 
victorious, this time 1-0 over Morton, thanks to 
a goal from Torry Gillick. 

The Summer Cup featured a Hibs and 
Rangers draw 0-0, so it went to a corner count 
(which was 2-2), therefore, it was decided by 
the toss of a coin: the winners? Rangers ... who 
else!

Federation (DFB) was wrong to order 
a replay of a First Division match 
between 1860 Munich and Karisruhe 
because of a refereeing error.

The DFB had already tumed down an 
appeal by Karlsruhe against its decision 
in August to order the replay after the 
two teams drew 2-2 In the Bundesliga 
clash on August 5. 

1860 Munich had complained that 
Karlsruhe’s 87th minute equaliser from 
striker Sean Dundee was scored after 
referee Michael Malbranc had blown for a 
foul. A replay was due to take place later 
In the season, 

The DPB have made several 
controversial rulings in the last few 
seasons whilch have annoyed PFA, but 
‘on this occasion they stated that the DPB 
“dealt with the case meticulously.” 

The German federation, relleved not to 
have been penalised after consistently 
crossing swords with the world body, 
bowed to the FIFA decision, 

“The DFB is bound to accept these 
conclusions,” spokesman Michael Nowak 
sald. “The Bundesliga table will be 
amended to Include the original result.” 

As a result of the FIFA ruling, both 
sides instantly gain a Bundesliga point, 
Karlsruhe moved up from 15th to 12th 
place, while 1860 remain in 11th spot. 

“This was a verdict in favour of He 
referees, whose neutrality is so imy 
foriooibale Rantsuhe coach Winied 
Schaefer said. 

“The referee must remain 
untouchable. In that respect, the FIFA 
decision is a victory for everyone,” 

1860 Munich said they would abide by 
the decision, “We don’t have any legal 
possibilities and we'll have to accept 
that,” the club’s sporting director Edgar 
Geenen said.
